We have been. taking 
soundings regularly and the lowest 
depth of water we have so far 
gotten at or near the barrier is 
245 fathoms. 

Hopes to Prove Contention. 

Later on, after mapping Discov- 
ery Harbor from the air and tak- 
ing more soundings, we hope to be 
able to show conclusively that con- 
siderable of the barrier about the 
harbor rests on land. 

We have found other errors ‘in 
the chart of the harbor. The 
depth finder, which we took so 
much trouble and expense to put

We have reached the barrier 
some days earlier in the season 
than any other explorer, and are 
getting some interesting data on 
the pack ice and the bay ice that 
one might find at this time of the 
year, 

We passed two ice packs in the 
Ross Sea in addition to the one we 
had such a difficult time getting 
through, but we were fortunately 
able to get around them to the 
westward without being put very 
much off our course. 

Today we are coasting along te 
face of the Barrier toward the east, 
sailing with a light breeze .o save 
coal, and hope to arrive at the Bay 
late tonight or fomorrow morning.

A one-hour consultation was helé 
this morning by five of the noted 
specialists who have been attend- 
ing King. It was devoted toa gen- 
eral review of the progress he has 
been making. 

It was disclosed that new meas- 
ures had been adopted for remedy- 
ing the situation caused by the 
failure of the patient to respond 
in a better degree to treatment de. 
signed to build up his strength and 
to pull him through to convales- 
There was no hint at this 


time as to what these measures 
are. 


Eats More Readily. 

It was evident that one. difficul. 
ty whieh bothered the doctors had 
been overcome, to some degree, as 
it ‘was stated that the King was 
taking nourishment more readily. 

Today’s bulletin marked the re- 
sumption of an official ‘morning 
statement, as for the past Christ- 
mas holiday only one bulletin a 
day, that issued in the evening, 
had been given out.

in Buckingham Palace overnight

La Mana had conducted a pool- 
room and other enterprises, but 
failed.

tinue the investigation. 

Chief of Police Gerk, instructing 
police to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the explosion, said: “Such 
explosions are outrages. We don’t 
want this to happen again.” 

The Macklind avenue bungalow, 
which he bought four years ago, 
was mortgaged for $4700. The 
house, furnishings and garage were 
insured against fire for $13,000.

For perfect, deep fried foods: 

Use enough fat to cover the food. 

Immerse only a small amount of 
food at one time, in order to prevent 
a lowering of temperature. 

When the fat browns an inch cube 
of bread in forty seconds, it is right 
for frying cooked mixtures. When it 
takes one mimute, it is right for un- 
cooked foods. 

When food is golden brown, re- 
move from fat; let drain on soft 
paper. 

Strain fat at end of each frying so 
that it may be used again.
